MARKS, TRAIKOV SAID GOB ATTACHES GREAT IMPORTANCE TO 
THE UN AND ITS ORGANIZATIONS; THE SITUATION OF THE 
PALESTINIAN REFUGEES IS BEING WATCHED CAREFULLY BY 
HIS GOVERNMENT; AND AGREED ASSISTANCE IS ESSENTIAL 
BUT ADDED THAT THE MANNER IN WHICH IT IS GIVEN IS 
SECONDARY. HE PROMISED TO STUDY THE AIDE MEMOIRE CARE- 
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FULLY AND GIVE THE TURKISH AMBASSADOR A WRITTEN REPLY. 
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3. WILL REPORT FURTHER WHEN REPLY IS RECEIVED. COPIES 
OF THE AIDE MEMOIRE AND TURKISH AMBASSADOR'S REPORT OF 
CONVERSATION ARE BEING POUCHED.
